WAR COUNCIL PLANS 
HUGE COUNTER-ATTACK. 


SUPREME POWER OF DECISION 
ON OFFENSIVE, HOWEVER,

LONDON, May 1.—There is every 
disposition to regard the war, con- 
ference which began in Versailles 
yesterday as presaging the inevitable 
counter offensive under the supreme 
leadership of Gen. Foch. 

Many writers have been petulantly 
asking ever since the first of April 
when the Allied army of maneuver 
would come into action. While their 
criticigm has been veiled there has 
been an element of dissatisfaction 
that an effort has not been made to 
wrest the initiative from the enemy 
with a blow by what have become 
known as “Foch’'s reserves.” 

Undoubtedly the war council at 
this meeting is considering a coun- 
ter offensive. The representatives of 
all the Allied powers and the Unit- 
ed States are there. They are can- 
Vvassing man powr, gun power, 
morale—our own &nd “the enemy'’s— 
and all the other factors that are

move. 
FOCH NOT HAMPERED. 

We must not overlook the fact, 
however, that these men represent 
what, in our national government, 
would be the houses of Congress. 
Gen. Foch has been made the com- 
mander-in-chief of the Allied 
armies. His ie the power of deci- 
sion when and Wwhefe to strike. The 
Versailles conference will provide 
him only with the means to attack 
and will not attempt to influence his 
judgment either on tactics or 
strategy. 

There is no reason to expect Gen. 
Foch to give the orders for a coun- 
ter offensive in the immediate fu- 
ture. A great military chief can- 
not be ewayed by sentiment. The 
Pleas of the heart can have no 
weight in the formation of battle 
plans. Sound, solid logic in which 
armies are looked on as so. many 
pawns on the chess board is what 
wins in the field and this logic Gen. 
Foch is blessed with. 

He, no more than any other 
Frenchman or Englishman or Amer- 
ican, wants to see another foot of 
French soil under the German heel. 
But he will be qvilling to sacrifice 
many more miles if in doing so he 
can make certain of an exhausted, 
overstretched, overbalanced enemy, 
against whom a decisive victory 
would be quick and certain and ob- 
tained at a minimum of cost. 
GERMANS NOT YET EXHAUSTED. 


While the German now is weary, 
he is not yet exhausted. Instead of 
being overstretched or off his bal- 
ance he still has resiliency in his 
lines and a strong power of recovery. 
He has used up a large part of his 
mobile army—perhaps one-fourth to 
one-sixth——-but he is willing to go on 
with the remainder in the hope that 
he will catch us off balance. 

Until he ts defintely stopped, un- 
til he has no strength for the violent 
and more or less regular blows he 
has been delivering for the last six 
weeks we may be certain Gen. Foch 
will not mak®é the bid with his full 
rescources that will recover the lead 
for the Allies. 

The next general attack by the 
Allied armies undoubtedly will mean 
the end of all enemy initia- 
tive and that will mean the 
collapse of all Germany's hopes 
for a favorable decision, for the 
whole theory of German arms is 
based on the price of the offensive. 

Since the very severe defeat meted 
out to Gen. Von Arnim in Flanders 
on Monday he has been content to 
let his artillery carry the burden of 
activity while he is resting and re- 
organizing his infantry.

The fire was intense, and at the 
end of two hours the Gerrnan com- 
mander sent forward three bat- 
talions of infantry. 
There was hand-to-hand fighting 
all along the line, as a result of

The struggle, which lasted @ con- 

derable time, Was extremely vio- 
ent and the Americans displayed re- 
markable bravery throughout. 

It wag the first occasion in which 
the Americans were engaged in the 
battle, which has been raging since 
March 21, and their French com- 
rades are full of praise for the man- 
ner in which they conducted them- 
selves under trying circumstances 
especially in view of the fact that 
they are fighting at one of the most 
dificult points on the battle front. 

The American losses were rather 
severe. 


AMERICAN GUNS ACTIVE.

‘LONDON, May 1.—From France 
comes great news of heroic Amert- 
can achievements. A dispatch dat- 
ed “With the American Forces in 
France,” says: 

“American participation in the 
continuous struggle in this bloody 
section of France has been con- 
fined thus far mainly to artillery 
battling. Since their itmplacement 
the American guns have barked 
incessantly day and night. 

“The enemy artillery, at firet ap- 
parently outnumbered and conse- 
quently outfought, early today be- 
gan .a new liveliness indicataing 
that new batteries_had been brought 
up in an effort to m fficaciously 
compete with, if not ual, the 
American gun strength. 

“I spent last night in a dugout 
which, though deep and at some 
distance from the constant deep- 
throated roar of the American 
heavies, fairly shook from the min- 
lature earthquakes caused by the 
heavies and the explosions above of 
the flocks of enemy shelis. The soft, 
chalky rock formation of this dug- 
out was unable to stand the strain 
and the continuous rattle of small 
stones onto the floor and bunks, 
made sleep impossible. 

AMMUNITION A-PLENTY. 


“Tf this sector may be a criterion 
of the enemy’s munition supply, he 
is In no immediate danger of a 
shortage. The German batteries 
seem to pick out certain objectives 
and then smother them with shell 
bursts so close together that a dozen 
shella seem to detonate as almost 
one heavy explosion. Such a blind’ 
expenditure of ammunition, expert 
artillerymen say, can only mean an 
endless enemy supply system or 
pure desperati in an effort te re- 
tallate for thd” devastating fire of 
the American tteries. 

“That this fire is devastating is 
proved beyond doubt, through iIn- 
formation which military prudence 
now prevents being disclosed. It 
is also permissible to say here 
that the enemy’s flock fire is not 
civing the results which he un- 
doubtedly desires. 

“An American artillery officer, 
whose business it is to study’ the 
enemy's artillery methods, has esti- 
mated that the expenditure of $5000 
worth of German shells on a cer- 
tain ten-acre area during a single 
night netted one American casual- 
ty and that was an aged Missouri

KANSAS CITY, May 1.—The State 
Welfare Board has refused to indorse 
the Red Star, organized in Kansas 
City several month ago as a branch 


of the national organization for the 
relief of animals injured in war. The 
boards’ action is based upon a bul- 
letin from Surgeon General Gorgas 
of the United States. He said: 

The Red Star Animal Kelief is a 
branch of the American Humane 
Society, of which Dr. Stillman of 
Albany, N. Y., is the president. It 
is claimed that .t wns organized at 
the personal request of the Secre- 
tary of War, and upon this claim 
small branches have been organized 
throughout this country. No ar- 
rangements havs been made with 
the War Department as to how as- 
sistance from this society is to be 
accepted. The Surgeon-General’s 
office was never officially notified to 
recognize this organization. 

The Amevican veterinary service 
was placed by Congress under the 
Surgeon-Gen?ral of the army. The 
War Departinent has autorized one 
veterinary officer and sixteen enlist- 
ed men for every 400 public animals. 
The full number of veterinary offi- 
cers permitted has been assigned 
to duty, with about 500 extra vet- 
erinarians on the waiting list. The 
number of veterinary cificers and 
enlisted men authorized is consid- 
ered ample. 

The surgeon-general o” the army 
does not feel justified or deem it 
advisable to call upon charitable 
people to provide funds for conduct- 
ing this werk so long as the govern- 
ment furnishes what is require.

At the close of the conference, Mr. 
Barnes announced that he would 
welcome appointment of a council 
representing the various grain ex- 
changes to advise with him from 
time to time on Food Administra- 
tion problems.

Henry Howard, 
head of the board’s recruiting serv- 
ice, today told a conference of ship 
owners and leaders of seamen’s un- 
ions, that it might be necessary to 
take foreign officers because many 
licensed American officers have left 
the sea and will not return. 

The Shipping Board's training 
schools have enrolled 762 men 
studying to be officers. Many hun- 
dreds of other men are in training to 
be seamen. Approximately 7000 
officers will begin soon the enroll- 
ment of young Americans who desire 
to go to sea. 

“American military forces In Eu- 
rope constantly are on the increase,” 
Secretary Baker today told a con- 
ference of ship owners and leaders 
of seamen’s unions, 

“The increase in cargo and troop 
ships enables us to augment our 
forces abroad steadily.” he said. 

Mr. Baker said a vital necessity of.

Stroebel quotes the following pro- 
vision from the act of May 30, 1849, 
regarding the formation of the elec- 
tion districts: 

“The election districts shall be

The writer then cites the para- 
graph in the new bill regarding dis- 
tricting, which reads: 

“The erection of the election dis- 
tricts and the apportionment of 
delegates shall be determined by |! 
taking regard to the number of in- 
habitants and the territorial area, as 
well as to the historic and economic 
importance of the election districts.” 
Stroebel points out the eignificance 
of the provision regarding the area | 
of the @istricts and deciares that 
other provisions of the paragraph 
will permit those who do the re- 
districting te consider “the number 
of swine and cattle and the historic 
importance of the districts from the 
viewpoint of true agrarian Prussians 
and will make the existing inequall- 
ties of apportionment the normal 
condition.”

WALL OF FLAMETRAPS 
EXPLOSION VICTIMS. 


SHIP SINKS WITHIN FIFTEEN 
MINUTES AFTER BLAST 
TEARS OUT SIDE.

NEW YORK, May 1.—The Amert- 
can steamship Florence H, carry- 
ing a cargo of smokeless powder, 
which was destroyed by an internal 
explosion April 17, near a French 
port, with the death or injury of all 


but thirty-two of her complement 
of seventy-nine men, went down in 
less than fifteen minutes, accord- 
ing to fourteen survivors of the ves- 
sel who arrived here today. 

The explosion tore out almost 
the entire starboard side of the 
ship, the survivors said, and flames 
from the burning powder instantly 
enveloped the entire vessel. 

Capt. F. J. Butterfield and all his 
deck officers were lost and only two 
of the engine-room officers escaped 
uninjured. 

Those who did escape death had 
to batter down the wrecked doors 
of their staterooms, fight their way 
to the deck and to the rail through 
walls of flame before they could leap 
into the sea. 

Even in the water they were sub- 
jected to a bombardment of burning 
boxes anda shower of burning 
powder. The life-saving equipment 
was destroyed by the explosion. 

All but six of a navy gun crew of 
twenty-three men were trapped in 
' their quarters by the deck buckling 
and closing the exits.

COUNTER-DRIVE. 

There if now a healthy drive in 
the Allied counter-attack. Un- 
doubtedly the Ypres front has been 
liberally reinforced by Gen. Foch. It 
is pretty clear row that the Allies 
have established a line to the west 
of Ypres which they can hold, even 
if they should yield the city itself, 
which now has no more military 
value than had the salient to the 
east and northeast of it which the 
British have deliberately evacuated. 

The German offensive is now in a 
state of subsidence. both in + 
Somme region and in the Lys Val- 
ley. 

But a renewal of it in both areas 
is a moral necessity for Germany's 
military leaders. 


SEVERELY BATTERED. 

The length of this pause is a good 
guide to the extent of the Gorman 
defeat on Monday. For forty-eight 
hours the enemy has made no ocffort 
to resume his operations against 
Scherpenberg. Mont Rouge and in 
the area south of Ypres. 

Field Marshal communique 
today reads like the report of a dull 
winter day. There is no mention of 
even an artillery duel. only of an 
enemy raid near St. Julien, which 
was stopped by the British machine 
guns—a German post near Meteren 
captured and a French enterprise 
near Locre carried out. 

Apparently both sides were glad 
for a respite after the fierce fighting 
of the last few weeks. There is a 
tendency to interpret the lull as an 
indication that the enemy is com- 
Pletely exhausted and that his cam- 
paign has collapsed. 

DIVIDING TURKEY. 

Communiques issued late tonight, 
and again yesterday, disclose a re- 
markable extension of the British 
offensive in Mesopotamia. Mosul 
and Aleppo are indicated as the ob- 


jectives of a vast forward movement, 
which has for its object to cut Iur- 
key off from al] her southerly pos- 
seseions in Asia. 

The advance toward Mosul has 
been rapid and has met with little 
opposition. The British have left the 
valley of the Tigris River and are 
sending their main force north on 
a line to the east of the river and 
close into the Persian border. On 
Monday Jast the advance reached 
Tuzhumatii, a town 140 miles north 
of Bagdad and 115 miles south of 
Mosul. Yesterday’s communique re- 
ported farther progress to Tauk, 
which is less than 100 miles from 


Mosul. Opposing Turkish forces were 
easily defeated. 
The column which is gotng up 


the Euphrates River toward Aleppo 
had reached, on April 12 last, a point 
seventy-three miles above Anah. 
The expedition was then about half 
way between Bagdad and Aleppo. 
It may have halted there until its 
right flank should be better secured 
by the operation toward Mosul, * 
FEW TURK TROOPS. 


There are apparently féw Turkish 


troops in this region. Should the ae 


‘British be able to follow the Eu- 


phrates up to the neighborhood of | 


Aleppo they could sever communi- 
cations between Asia Minor and all 
the Turkish territory to the south 
——Syria, Palestine and Arabia. Da- 
mascus would be cut off and the 
Turkish armies trying to hold open 


the railroad south tnto Arabia 
would be trapped. 
It is an ambitious and daring 


piece of strategy. The Turks are for 
the present absorbed in trying to 
occupy Armenia and the Russian 
Caucasus, handed over to them by 
Lenine and Trotzky at Brest- 
Litovsk. To Germany Batum prob- 
ably now seems a bigger prize than 
#ither Jerusalem or Bagdad. Pos- 
sibly a Turkish army, stiffened by 
a few Germans, may be collected 
at Aleppo to challenge the British 
march from Bagdad to the Mejditer- 
ranean. But the Berlin to Bagdad 
project went by the board when 
omer was delivered into German 
an 

The Turk is more Ifkely to be 
left to fight alone to recover his 
ancient Arabian, Syrian and Pales- 
tine inheritance. It is curious illus- 
tration of the far-flung military pol- 
icy of Great Britain that, pressed 
as her armies are today In France, 
she still has the means to prose- 
cute an eastern campaign of vast 
historical and dramatic significance. 

BEYOND JORDAN. 

British troops have pressed on 
twenty miles further toward Mosul, 
northward from Bagdad, and in- 
creased their prisoners to 1800, it 
was officially announced today. At 
the same time an expedition is driv- 
ing beyond the Jordan River, north- 
east of Jerusalem, and has ap- 
proached Es-Salt, taking 260 pris- 
oners. 

The operation north of Bagdad, 
which published details showed was 
a Turkish rout, is intended’ to pro- 
tect the right flank of the British 
forces in Mesopotamia. On April 12 
forces driving up the Eupnrates, a}l- 
most due west of Bagdad, reached 
a point seventy-three miles beyond 
Anah and about midway between 
Aleppo and Bagdad, after soundly 
whipping the Turko-German army 
opposed to them and pursuing the 
disorganized remnants for many 
miles. 

If this Ewphrates expedition had 
been pushed it might have cut 
through to the Mediterranean and 
got in the rear of the enemy forces 
in Palestine. But evidently the Brit- 
ish commander did not dare to go 
farther without protecting his right 
flank. This flank rested roughly on 
the Persian border, and had been 
protected earlier by the Russians. 
The downfall of Russta created a 
new situation and made it neces- 
sary to send the present expedition 
with the object of clearing the 
Turks out of Mosul and the region 
north to Lake Van and east to 
Persia. 

OFFICIAL REPORT. | 

The statement on this operation 
issued today read: 

“On April 30 our pursuing troops 
advanced as far as the Tauk River. 
Twelve more field guns were cap- 
tured on the 29th, and the number 
of prisoners now amounts to 1800.” 

The statement on the Palestine 
fighting says that hostile forces in 
the foothills south of Egs-Salt, which 
is twelve miles east of tahe Jordan 
and thirty-five miles northeast of 
Jerusalem, were attacked on Tues- 
day.

BUY ANOTHER 
BOND APPEALS. 


President Starts New Idea by 
His Subscription. 


Workers Report. 


Total Only Two and Half 
Billion Now. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, May 1.—The “buy 
another bond” movement developed 
by Liberty Loan headquarters as a 


boom feature of the final days of 


the campaign, grew today into a 
national “match the President’ con- 
test. President Wilson agreed to 
take another $50 bond on the in- 
stallment plan and appealed for a 
million others to do Hkewise. 


Tonight when the President went 
to a theater and formally offered 
his “buy another’ subscription to a 
four-minute speaker, nearly every 
theater in the land was the scene 
of a “match the President” celebra- 
tion, with four-minute men seek- 
ing to harvest a multitude of new 
pledges or resubscriptiong for $50 or 
any multiple of that sum. In 20,000 
meeting places during the remainder 
of the week, “buy another bond” will 
be a campaign certainly to drive the 
third loan along toward the goal of 
20,000,000 sttbscribers and a big 
oversubscription of the three-billion- 
dollar minimum. 

Indications tonight were that ev- 
ery pledge would be needed to send 
the loan to four or five billion dol- 
lars, for today's reports showed an 
addition of only $122,000,000, barely 
enough as a daily rate to put the 
loan across the three-billion-dollar 
line. The total reported was $2,579,- 
079,400. 


NEED HARD WORK, 


Four-minute men and other Lib- 
erty Loan speakers were notified of 
the exact situatioh regarding the 
third loan and were told fhat an 
avalanche*of dollars was absolutely 
necessary in the next few days. 

Telegrams pouring into headquar- 
ters tonight told of immediate re- 
sponse to the “buy another” call, In 
a Philadelphia restaurant seventy- 
one diners matched the Pytsident. 
In the Boston district, the Execu- 
tive Commitee set the example when 
each member ordered another $50 
bond. 

Results of the drive are expected 
to show on tomorrow's reports from 
all districts.

Sapan’s War Policy Un- 
changed, He Says. 


Issues Statement to Head off 


Propaganda. 


Promises to Help Russia in 
Reorganization. 


(BY PACIFIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

TOKIO, Saturday, April 27.—The 
change in the Foreign Ministry im- 
plies no alteration of Japan's pol- 
icy in the war, said Baron Goto to- 
day. The Baron has actively taken 
over the work of the office. He held 
a reception today for the chiefs of 
departments, and received their con- 
gratulations smilingly, although be- 
traying the strain consequent upon 


a recent bereavement, coupled with 
the heavy demands which have been 
made upon him owing to the illness 
of both Premier Terauchi and Vis- 
count Motono, his predecessor at the 
foreign office. 

“In this day,” said the Baron, 
“should be no need of a declaration 
by the Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
of one of the nations allied in the 
common cause for which we have 
taken up arms and for which we are 
pledged to stand together until vic- 
tory and peace have been secured. 
Nevertheless, I recognize the im- 
portance, especially at this time, of 
guarding against insidious propa- 
gandists who are particularly busy 
when there is opportunity to plant 
seeds of suspicion and distrust. I 
therefore welcome this opportunity 
to declare through the Associated 
Press that there is no foundation or 
truth in the suggestion of a change 
of policy or of lessening of loyalty to 
all engagements on the part of this. 
government because of a change in 
personnel which is due solely to the 
regrettable illness of the former 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. 


DECLARE LOYALTY. 


“There has been no effort on the 
part of Japan to conceal her loy- 
alty. On the contrary, we have 
stood upon the house top to declare 
our tinalterable faith in the out- 
come ‘of the war and our unchang- 
able fealty to the Allied caused. 

“We seek the friendship, co-opera- 
tion and assistance of China. We 
ask China to disentangle herself 
from the old prejudices and maze 
of intrigue planted and fostered by 
the enemy. Just now complete unity 
is essential to victory. The Lan- 
sing-Ishii notes (in which the spe- 
cial interest of Japan in China were 
recognized by the United States) have 
even been used by the enemy to 
create ill will in China, but we feel 
that the Chinese government now 
understands the entire friendliness of 
Japan. We seek the full co-opera- 
tion of China, for the sake of mu- 
tual advantage. 

“Regarding Russia, the situation 
has afforded much comfort to the 
enemy, but above all an opportunity 
to increase the activity of malevolent 
propaganda. Such propaganda is 
now going on in Siberia, more par- 
ticularly with the view to an 
estrangement between Japan and 
Russia, as well as between America 
and Japan. 

LANDING MAGNIFIED. 

“For instance, the landing of a 
few British and Japanese marines at 
Viadivostok, a local occurrence, has 


been magnified out of all propor- 
tion. 
“Japan has not for a moment 


made light of the inimical infiu- 
ence spreading in Eastern Siberia, 
both as a menace to Japan and 
China, and as against the Allies. 
Neither has Japan lost sight of the 
fact that Russia is a power endeavor- 
ing to reorganize a machine tem- 
porarily out of order. 

“Japan must give encouragement, 
assistance and support to the work 
of reorganization in Russia. We 
trust the sound sense of the Rus- 
sian people will not be misled by 
reports calculated to keep the two 
neighbors apart. 

“Finally I repeat there is no 
change, nor will there be any 
change, in the policy of this gov- 
ernment because of the changes in 
the cabinet. We will maintain 
peace in the Far East and we will 
help our neighbors and friends to 
the limit of our capacity.”’

Nature Smiles on Anglers for 
Opening of Trouting. 


Wonderful Sport Reported 
from Bear Lake. 


Fish are in Prime Condition, 
W ord of State Egg-Takers. 


Favored beyond expectation with 
a truly wonderful day, which dawned 
bright and clear throughout most of 
the mountain country, thousands of 
trout anglers fittingly celebrated 
May Day along the creeks and rivers 
and lakes of the sunny South. Au- 
tomobiles were parked wherever a 
fish was known to be. The pungent 
smoke of camp fires and appetizing 
incense of sizzling bacon vied with 
crisp crackle of freshly frying fish 
as the early birds with the worm 
threw the streams first-born of 
opening morning into the pan at 
the waterside—where trout taste the 
best, served with nature’s sauce 
keen outdoor appetite. 

It was 2 made-to-order morning 
for early-season angling. What lit- 
tle mist there was in the lowlands 
dispelled early. 
warm, bringing the bugs, bees and 
flies buzzing over the water early. 
There was rather better opportunity 
for the fly fisher than previous cold; 
foggy mornings had forecasted. All 
nature was in “smilingest mood,” 
and many who tried trout fishing for 


verted to the true faith of the 
healthful, enjoyable outdoors, fixed 
anglers for life. 

While relatively few of the more 
remote fishing resorts had reported 
to the Fish and Game Commuiasion 
by evening, several of the patrol 
deputies and other sportsmen 
phoned in to say that sport seemed 
to have been generally good, while 
several called it by far the best they 
ever had experienced at the opening.

Romance-Tinged. 


Telegrams on Business with 
Postscripts Shown. 


Torn-up Will also Figures 
in Testimony. 


The introduction of telegrams 
from Mrs. Mary Banning Norris to 
Thomas Brown, her late general 
agent, gave a touch of romance to 
Mr. Brown's sult against Mrs, Norris, 
on trial before Judge Valentine yes- 
terday, to recover $21,000, alleged 
commissions, while handling her 
large property interests. 

The telegrams, sent from New 
York, in 1911 and 1912 related to 
business. One telegram, after thank- 
ing Mr. Brown for all his trouble, 
adds: “Much love. Mary Norris.” 

Another telegram, after referring 
to finances, tells Mr. Brown that 
she has been in the hospital for an 
operation and expects to be ‘out 
Thursday. 

“Be sure to come to New York. 
Crazy to see you. Much love Mary.” 

DENIES ANY DEBT. 


Mrs. Norris dentes that she owes 
Mr. Brown $21,000 or any sum. She 
alleges that he was paid $13,000 to 
look after her property, and with 
reference to the $60,000 of her money 
loaned, it is contended that he 
collected the commission from the 
borrower. 

In a cross-complaint Mrs. Norris 
alleges that Mr. Brown meade $3000 
out of one deal he put through 
for her and $2000 profit on another. 
deal. The suit is still on trial. 

In the gpening statement to the 
court by Attorney ullan Clark, 
representing Mr. Brown, it Was stated 
that Mrs. Norris employed Mr. 
Brown to take care of her property. 
At that time she was living mostly 
in New York. She told Mr. Brown 
she would pay him when her in- 
come was sufficient to enable her 
to do so. He increased her income 
from $1500 to more than $6000 in 
1912, the attorney said. The c¢on- 
tract of employment was made in 
1912. 


WOULD PAY IN WILL, 


Mr. Brown continued to represent 
Mrs. Norris until 1915, when she 
said: 

“T haven't the money to pay you, 
but I will draw my will in your 
favor, giving you one-half of my 
estate, after the trust interests are 
satisfied, in Meu of what you have 
earned.”’ 

The will was drawn up, as agreed 
to by Mr. Brown, and in 1917, it 
was destroyed by Mrs. Norris, who 
declined to pay Mr. Brown anything.

In the memorandum he made 
plain that he had honestly worked in Lon- 
don for the continuance of peace and that 
Sir Edward Grey had ably seconded his 
efforts. But he shows further that during 
the whole time that he was seeking to pre-

TAFT SAYS “MORE MAN POWER.” 


Carry the War to a Knockout and Plan for Two 
Years of It. 


BY WILLIAM HOWARD TAFT, 
- in the Philadelphia Public Ledger. 
EITHPR Congress nor the administration can be said to have made 
N a definite plan in this war. Too many have been lured into the foolish 
hope that our Allies could win if we furnished them with money, 
food and material. It could easily be established that for some time after 
this war began there was no serious purpose on the part of the adminis- 
tration to put a large army in France. The coming of Joffre, Viviani and 
Balfour led to the reluctant sending of our small expeditionary force under 
Pershing to help the morale of our Allies, but it was not intended to in- 


the Austrian people would break away from Germany and the German peo- 
ple could be separated from their Kaiser and the military regime. Much 
reliance was placed on an interchange of messages and speeches which 
were to rouse the German people to revolutionary action by convincing 
them that we were not warring to destroy, but only to secure a just peace. 
A powerful cult in Washington and elsewhere hag severely criticised 
Lloyd George. because he advocates the fighting of this war to a knock- 
out. It is said this strengthens the military party with the German people 


they would through the Reichstag by moral force (for the Reichstag has lit- 
tle real power) seek peace and defeat the imperial Junker purpos®. The 
German conquest of Russia by deceit and treachery has followed. The sttill 
small voice of the Socialists in the Reichstag against annexations and in- 
demnities hag been drowned in the triumph. The Reichstag is now invited 
to repeal the resolution declaring the peaceful and self-denying policies of 
the German people. 


HERE ig reason to believe that our peace-seeking cult has not been con- 

vinced, even yet, of the futility of its plan. It hopes that the Germans 
will be held on the western front, that a counter-offensive will then drive 
them back to the line from which they have advanced and that there the 
deadlock will be resumed. Then it thinks that the German people, dis- 
‘mayed by their enormous expenditures of life in this western offensive 
for nothing, will demand peace and will overturn the Kaiser. Awaiting this 
result, the cult opposes any plan looking to three or four years 
of war and preparation for victory over the Germans. Consciously 
or unconsciously, the cult is more concerned with sociological 
changes than in winning the war. It is pacifist in spirit. The 
achievements of the Bolhheviki and their plans it holds in more esteem 
than a policy which would have maintained a Russian army on Germany's 
east front. The influence of this cult in our national policy is hard to un- 


know. 


of events has refuted every and expectation of 

the cult. e German grabbing of Russia has revived the lust for con- 
quest which has been the sin of the German People as well as of its Pots- 
dam gang. It has given Germany a source of food supply that will rapidly 
increase under her effective organization. The imperial power is greatly 
strengthened by the initial successes of the present general offensive. If a 
deadlock on the western front follows this drive, the German people will 
not revolt. They love to, conform to power. Nothing but victory over their 
war lord could rouse them to revolution. Their attention and energy will 
be directed to their new territory in the East. Messages and honeyed 
words calculated to win them from the Kaiser and conquest will .be pre- 
pared in vain. | 


E SHOULD then face the facts. If we are to win this war, as we must, 
we should make a definite plan to throw into France American man- 
power enough to do it. It will need five millions, perhaps seven millions, 
for the purpose. It will take at least two years from now to create such 
an army and transport it. Our shipping, artillery and aviation projects can 
probably be perfected in that time, so that the world wil] be astonished at 
the volume and efficiency of our product. Our navy power to suppress the 
submarine will be greatly enhanced. With tools at hand our armies can 
be trained on this side before they go down to the sea in ships. . They may 
then march to the trenches on landing. This is a plan for a least three 
years. It should be worked out in detail and legislation enacted to per- 
mit it to be begun with a clear vision of its extent, requirements 
purpose. 
_The American people believe in fighting this war to a “knockout,” as 
Lloyd George phrases it. Their conception of its world importance and their 
vital concern in it are broadening as our participation in it becomes greater. 
This western drive has startled them into anxious interest. When they hear 
that we have only little more than two hundred thousand fighting men to 
help our English and French Allies to resist the onslaught of two million 
German troops and to withstand more artillery than ever was massed in the 
world’s history, they feel like apologizing to Frenchmen and Englishmen. 
They are resolved that American man-power on the battle front will never 
again be so insignificant in a struggle in which America has so great a stake.

MEXICANS TO FIGHT 
PRO-GERMANISM. 


SOCIETY TO COUN- 
PROPAGANDA IN 
THE SOUTHLAND. 


In an appeal to Mexicans in this 
country to turn a deaf ear to the 
German propaganda that is being 
spread broadcast among them, and 
to counteract the ill effects of false 
reports, a number of Influential and 
educated Mexicans of this part of 
the State are endeavoring to or- 
ganize a society composed of 
| Mexicans and such Americans as 
may care to join. 


Joaquin Robledo, foreman of the 
Mexican interests of C. W. Leffing- 
well of East Whittier, one of the 
organizers of the Sociedad Aleadol- 
fila, or Allied Society, yesterday 
stated that the work of the Germans 
among his people is¢ undermining 
the best interests of them and of 
the people of the United States. At 
the border, he said, an active prop- 
agenda is being carried on to the 
end that Mexican borers are be- 
ing persuaded to leave their work 
in the fields here and in other com- 
munities, to return to Mexico.

The Germans, Mr. Robledo said, 
are offering large bounties of food 
and shelter to the Mexicans who) 
return to their native country, with 
the proviso that they, at the@omi- 
mand of the Teutons, engage in 
some manner against this country. 
In fact military training has beer 
urged by the agents of the Kaiser.

Sayre Macneil, chairman .of the 
Committee on Food Conservation 
for the State Administration, who 
was in the city yesterday, stated 
that the St. Francis and Fairmont 
hetels of San Francisco had dis- 
covered an excellent bread substitute 
which tastes and looks like bread of 
a high percent&ge of wheat flour. 

“The statement accredited to me, 
saying that I was to offer a series 
of prizes to people who discover an 
entirely wheatless b 
rue,””’ Mr. Cole said. “No one 

ore interested in this matter than 
I am, but ak far as I know there 
is not sufficient funds on hand in 
this office to make such an offer.

AQUEDUCT ARE URGED. 


PUBLIC SERVICE BORY WANTS 
FEDERAL FOREST PERMITS 
MADE PERMANENT. 


At an adjourned meeting of the 
Board of Public Service Commis- 
sioners yesterday afternoon, a resolu- 
tion wes adopted declaring that the 


board deems it for the best interests 
of Los Angeles that the right-of- 
way bill in behalf of thic city, now 


to law a@-soon as practicable. The 
City Council, Chamber of Commerce 
and Merchants and_ Manufacturers 
Association, were asked,-through a 
later motion, to indorse the resolu- 
tion, and it is to be sent at once 
to California Representatives and 
Senators at Washington. 

This is the bill which would pro- 
vide for permanent rights of way 
through Federal forest reserves f 
the Los Angeles Aqueduct and t 
municipal power lines. At present 
these rights of way are held under 
revocable permits. 

The meeting yesterday was at- 
tended by Mayor Woodman, 
Councilmen Conaway, Mallard and 
Criswell, members of the Council's 
Public Service Committee, Chief 
Engineer Mulholland, Chief. Elec- 
trical Engineer Scattergood, and 
Fepresentatives the special 
counsel's office, as well as by Com- 
missioners Robertson, Del 
Erkenbercher and Andrews. 

A clause that has been consid- 
ered objectionable reads: — 

That the city of Los Angeles 

is prohibited from ever sellin 
or letting to any corporation o 
individual, except a municipal- 
ity, the right for such corpore- 
tion or individual to sell or sub- 
let the water or the power gen- 
erated for lighting, telephone, 
telegraph or other purpose 
sold or given to it or him by 
the city. 

President Robertson of the come 
miasion gave a review of the situa- 
tion under which this city found it 
necessary in 1906 to apply to Fe- 
éral authorities for use of rights of 
Way across the forest reserves in 
the construction of the aqueduct; 
he told of the opposition encoun- 
tered and of its being successfully 
overcome, and of the granting of 
revocable permits, carrying the 
clause quoted above. He then de- 
tailed the necessity for action to- 
ward securing permanent rights of 
way, and declared that he believes 
the provisions of the bill are in line 
with the policy of the government 
in its handling of the development 
of forest reserves. 

Chief Engineer Mulholland re- 
viewed the steps taken by a special 
committee composed of himself and 
Special Counsel Mathews and 
Messrs. Koepfil and Washburn, rep- 
resenting the Chamber of Com- 
merce, who went to Washington to 
urge the required legislation. He 
told of their two visits with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, where the situation 
was explained, and of the Presi- 
dent's issuing orders that called off 
opposition from official sources.
